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LeRoy Summers was appointed vice-president for 
business affairs and treasurer for the university. He 
assumed the position July 1 . 

Dr. Howard Ross was named vice-president for 
academic affairs. His duties began July 15. 

Three members resigned from the Board of 
Regents August 22 rather than accept President 
Wolfe's appointments to the board. They also had 
many questions about the state of the university 
and its progress. 

_ The Kentucky State University football team 
defeated Morehouse College Tigers 17-14 on August 
31 . This game left the Thorobreds undefeated. 

A Black History Club was introduced by Fresh- 
man Class President Michele Coleman, and was 
approved by the Student Government Association. 
The first meeting was held September 7. 

Students and faculty were reassured on August 
29 by President John T. Wolfe that the goal of 
"Advancement of Kentucky State University as an 
institution of higher learning" was still being sought 
after by himself and the Board of Regents. 

The Office of Career Planning and Placement and 
the Department of Home Economics presented a 
fashion show September 20 in the Carl Hill Student 
Center. Fashions and models from McAlpin's of Lex- 
ington were featured. 

A reception and autograph session was held in 
the student center lobby for Los Angeles Clipper star 
Gary Grant. Grant's brother, Michael Grant, is an 
assistant coach for the KSU men's basketball team. 

Numerous visitors came to view Kentucky State 
University's beautiful 475 acre campus in hopes of 
catching the Throbred Spirit. 

The Homecoming Talent Show was won by 
Camille Turner. 



October /November 




Juanita Allen was crowned 1991-1992 Miss Ken- 
tucky State Unviersity on October 3 . 

President John T. Wolfe ordered an investigation 
into the plans for Hillcrest Place by the attorney gener- 
al. 

The Reverend Jesse Jackson visited KSU on October 
6 to show support for President John T. Wolfe and to 
assist KSU in "moving from an unfortunate battle 
ground of division to a common ground of unity." 

Nine charges were formally brought against Presi- 
dent Wolfe on October 7 . 

Students marched to the state capitol on October 1 1 
to show their support of President John T. Wolfe. 

A sit-in was staged in Hume Hall on October 1 1 . A 
list of twelve demands was presented to key officials. 
Students involved in the sit-in felt that the board was 
neglecting the voice of the student body. The sit-in was 
organized as an attempt to get the attention of the 
Board of Regents. The sit-in ended October 12. 

Dr. John T. Wolfe, Jr. officially resigned from his role 
as president of Kentucky State University on October 
12. 

Warren Darnell Kellebrew was named Mr. Fresh- 
man for the 1991-1992 school year. 

Willie Ray was named as Kentucky State Universi- 
ty's campus king in October. 

Bomb threats threatened Hathaway Hall, Blazer 
Library, Hume Hall, and the student center three dif- 
ferent times during October. Students were evacuated 
from these buildings. The threats were only false 
alarms. 

Dr. Carl H. Smith's Show Jazz Choir entered its sec- 
ond year by performing at a luncheon for the Ken- 
tucky Housing Authority. 

KSU's golf team, coached by Dr. Eddie Morris, 
looked forward to an exciting season with several 
returning players as well as several new additions. 

Men's basketball Head Coach George James, Jr. 
was joined by two new additions to his coaching staff. 
The additions were Donnie Morgan and Douglas Whit- 
man. 

In November, KSU began preparing to take its class- 
es on the road via a new mobile computer laboratory 
that would bring education and training to the univer- 
sity's six-county service area. The thirty-four foot 
mobile lab is a self-contained unit with fourteen Zenith 
386 computers, a file server, and printer. 

KSU's Cross Country Team began their season by 
competing in the Bellarmine Classic in Lousivlle, Ken- 
tucky.

KSU' men's basketball team dropped their record 
to 7-1 by suffering a 104-99 loss to Kentucky Wes- 
ley an College. The Thorobreds were ranked nine- 
teenth in the nation before the January 4 game.

Luther King, Jr. birthday celebration held in Brad- 
ford Hall Auditorium on January 16. 

President Mary L. Smith gave the State of the Uni- 
versity address January 23. 

Students were found not guilty for barricading 
themselves in Hume Hall and staging a sit-in during 
Homecoming. 

Hathaway Hall had a facelift. A new decorative 
brick walk and guard rails were added. 

The Thorobred Marching Band participated in a 
parade in Atlanta, Georgia. The parade was held in 
celebration of the life of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 

Enrollment was up again in Kentucky according 
to the Kentucky Council on Higher Education. 
Frankfort's enrollment had increased for the sixth 
consecutive year. 

A January news release revealed that KSU, in fol- 
lowing with the recycling program implemented 
across the state, recycles 8000 pounds of paper and 
2500 pounds of cardboard each month. 

KSU's Co-Operative Extension Program received 
$750,000 in grants.
